HOME.  Dec,  2.— Fifteen  thonsan«

States  will  leaiii  tlii-  week  llie  leini 
of  the  pontifical  decree  w  iiidi  al1\'<  l.- 
Iliem  as  w(dl  jis  all  the  other  clerg\ 
and  the  religions  orders  ofthe  Cath- 
olie  Church. 

Tn  it  the  |)opc  hiy-  d<»wn  a  series  ol' 
\ery  -(  veie  rule-  regardiii'j  their  par- 
ticipation in  bu-ine.-s  alTairs  cd"  al' 
kinds.  They  are  strictly  forbidden  tt 
take  a  active  part  in  financial  eiitei- 
prises.  e\tn  in  those  whiidi  have  ;
